and trees like reeds, and leaving death 
and destruction in its wake, Four per- 
sous wore killed at this point. KeporU. 

Tlw 
following dispatch from Indopemlonee 
-Mo,, gives iu good description of Ihu 
storm : A cyclone struck Iho earth 
four miles from .Leo's Summit last eve- 
ning and tore » furrow through thu 
country about one hundred yards wide 
und ten miles long, leveling ovorylhlnu 
in Us track and killing ami wounding 
several people. The direction of tho 
storm wan southwest and northeast 
Ihrec miles oust of J.,00'3 Summit tlio 
puse of Mr. Wiivren was destroyed 
J. wo members ot bis family were killed 
and others severely wounded. Further 
on the house of Alexander Scruggs was 
unrooted, and his wife's skull wus fract- 
ured, Ihu houses of Dr. Dtmnlngton 
am Mr. Underwood were destroyed, but 
tlieir tnmilies escaped unharmed.
